The eleventh annual report of the School Board is here- 
with submitted. 

We have placed new furniture in No. 2 schoolhouse 
during the past year, at an expense less than $40.00 for a 
seating capacity of 24 pupils; a little over $1.50 per 
pupil. 

When we can make our schoolrooms, not only more 
pleasant and comfortable, but more healthful, for such a 
small outlay, it seems as if we ought to be willing to 
recognize the fact that children have some rights which 
we are bound to respect. 

Your children spend more hours each day in the school- 
room than you do in your sitting room, but you will not 

be contented to peruse your evening paper in as hard a 
chair as they have to study their lessons in, where the 
room is furnished with old fashioned benches. Give them 
then, as easy a seat as it is possible to furnish in the pres- 
ent line of school furniture. 

There’ are four more schoolhouses in town that need 
new furniture, and we hope and trust that we can see our 
way clear to re-furnish, at least, one house a year. 

We have introduced the “Rand, McNally” geography 
in place of the old-fashioned Harper’s, and trust that time 
will demonstrate the wisdom of such a step. 

THE Rout or Honor. How few, apparently, under- 
stand why this list is inserted in our register, and pub- 
lished in our school report. 
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Judging from the shortness of the list, one would sup- 
pose that it makes little difference in the estimation of 
the community whether a child attends school regularly 
or not, butit is carefully perused by those who are interested 
in our schools, and the names are particularly noticed. 

Boys, put one-half the force into your study that you 
expend in tramping the hill for game, and show one-half 
the ambition to become a scholar that you do to become a 
‘fine shot,” and you are well on the road to success in life. 

The summer and winter vacations are long enough to 
enable you to do all the hunting and fishing that is neces- 
sary for true sport. 

Why not be satisfied with the time given you by the 
adjustment of school laws, and let your life have the rest? 

This part of your life does not comprise the whole of it. 
You have a future before you, and it will never do for 
you to put off a consideration of that future, until the 
tame arrives for you to leave your school life behind. 
Commence now to make plans for manhood’s estate, and 
remember that nothing can take the place of a good 
education for success in life. 

What credit is it to you to know how to “land a bass” 
or to shoot a partridge “on the wing?” The only eredit 
you will get will be from those whom no boy with a part- 
icle of ambition will desire to be like, or whose example 
he will care to emulate. 

What benefit will you derive from such credit that will 
be of use to you in after life? Will it help you to gain 
the esteem of the better class of your fellow-men? 

Strive, then, to have your name on the oll of Honor 
each term, that in after years you can point with pride to 
your old school reports, where your name may be found, 





— 
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A word to the parent. Is there any credit due us for 
allowing our children to follow their bent to the detri- 
ment of their character in future years? 

Remember, we are responsible for our children’s future 
to a very great extent and a time is coming when we 
shall have to account to ourselves for our sins of omission, 
as well as commission, in their training. 

We can by precept and example do more to influence 
the minds of our children for good and evil than any 
school-teacher, and it is our duty to so conduct our lives 
that our teachings will not conflict with the teacher's. If 
we would counteract the evil propensities inherited from 
us, great care must be exercised in our government of 
them that our example may be productive of good. The 
boy or girl whom we turn ‘off with a rough or gentle 
answer will one day become a man or woman, and what- 
ever character they assume in after life will bring credit 
to, or obloquy upon us. 

Are we doing right by our children in pent them 
from school for trivial causes or when it is not absolutely 
necessary ? 

It is every man’s moral and religious duty to place 
every proper means before his children to further their 
education and advancement in hfe, and keeping them 
from school, unless for good reasons, is one of the greatest 
injuries he can do them. 

Our yacations are necessarily long and terms short, and 
we beg of you to see that your children attend school 
every half-day that it is in session. 

The parents of those children whose names are on the 


Roll of Honor are entitled to much credit for keeping 
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their children in school during the whole term, and their 
children’s honor reflects upon them.
